Its low grade music halls and 
cabarets thrive on the money from 
sailors on the seven seas. 
Shiploads ot opium are exported 
to ail parts of the world from M a­ 
cao, where trading in this drug is 
YUII perm itted. 
But although the 
government derives all its income 
from these sources, it has decided, 
! on grounds of morality and prestige 
to carry out extensive social re­ 
forms. 
New taxes will be created, new 
industries established and un a t­ 
tem pt m ade to revive trade with 
Brasil and other South American 
republics.

The Billard pronouncement drop­ 
ped into the restless sea of con­ 
troversy over prohibition enforce­ 
ment, caused widely varying com­ 
ment here and brought a new focus­ 
ing of national attention on the 
coast guard, its works and its men. 
“The coast 
guard 
is indoctri­ 
nated with the idea of doing any 
job given to it—expeditions^', effi­ 
ciently, and fairly,'* Admiral Billard 
said. 
-Preventing liquor smuggling is 
the most difficult task that ever has 
confronted the coast guard, or any 
sea force, for that matter. 
“We are going and have gone 
about this thing strictly within the 
law. If somebody gets hurt, we re­ 
gret that. But we cannot help it 
ii they violate a fundamental law 


of 
the 
country 
which 
we 
are 


charged with enforcing.” 
Doing its job well is religion with 


the coast guard and its commander 
sees the task of preventing liquor 
sm uggling as som ething that must 
be accomplished to keep the his­ 
toric record of 
the 
service 
free 
from failures. 
The most important duty of the 
service, in peace times, is saving 
life and property at sea. and in 1929 
it rescued from peril or saved the 
lives of 4,375 persons.

Billard, 
directing

widely spaced forces against liquor 
smuggling, was 
named 
comman­ 
dant of the coast guard in 1924, just 
30 years to the day after he en­ 
tered the service as a cadet.
